The Appropriations for the Nermal School 
Will be Granted—Local Beard 
—Supreme Court Rooms—Leg- 
isiative Work. 


Learning of the presence in this city 
of Dr. W. B. May, the Chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee of the As~ 
sembly, anda member of every other 
committee in the same body which has 
the question of an appropriation before 
it, a Times representative called on the 
gentleman at the Pico House last even- 
ing to obtain his views on certain ques- 
lions of interest. ‘‘What 1s the prom 
pect, Doctor, for tha appropriations for 
the Normal School?’ Was the first 
query. 

‘It seems almost certain that every 


} dollar now in the general appropriation 


bill for this purpose will be given,’ 
was the reply. ‘I find that the com- 


mittee now visiting you is very enthusi- 
ustic In the matier, and are uvanimous 
that the money should be granted.” 
‘‘What are the special appropriations for 
the school?’ ‘Besides the re gular gp- 
propriation, there és $10,000 for the 
cousiruction of the wall and other im- 
provements, $1200, $50 a mouth, for.

Danger Signals. 


The iniquity of Mormonism is clearly 


and forcibly set forth in the first of a 
series of articles from the pen of Miss 
Kate Field, which we publish in an- 
other column, yet, as the writer says, 


Mormonism cannot be understood or 


fully appreciated save by a life in Utab, 
where the daily workings of the institu 
tion may be seen and studied.

From other authorities we learn that 
there are 2000 Mormon voters in the 
State of Colorado, and those 2000 voters 
come dangerously near to holding the 
balance ot power on all vital questions. 
Mormonism, like the South, knows 
how to vote ‘‘solid,’’ and to put its 
votes ‘‘where they will do the most 
good.”’ 

Farther statistics are here given: 

In Idaho the leading evangelical. de- 


'  pomination is the Presbyterian, but for 


‘every Presbyterian in that Territory 
there are fifteen Mormon church mem 
bers. The Congregationalists have two 
eburches in Arizona, the Mormons have 
thirty-five. In Colorado the Congrega- 
tionalists have twenty-four churches, 
the Mormons thirty-three. In Wyoming 


the proportion is one to eight, while in 


Idaho there is one Congregational 
shurch over against forty-two Mormon 
eberches. In the list of forty-four de- 
nominations named in the census only 
seventeen exceed the Mormons in num- 
bers. Measured by priests or ministers, 
only four denominations in the country 
exceed the Mormons. 

Looked atin this way, the Mormon 
problem is no insignificant affair, and 
there remains no room for apathy. _ 

There is some encouragement to be 
found in the fact that the seriousness 
of this Mormon question is at present 
engaging more and more fully the 
thoughtful minds of the country, and 
that the stupendous magnitude of this 
iniquity seems at last to be faintly 
dawning upon the consciousness of the 
general public, while the necessity for a 
strong and decided policy on the part 
of the Government in dealing with it is 
coming to be more generally conceded. 

Every American citizen, as such, 
should feel that he has something to do 
in the work of solving thé problem of 


how best to rid the country of this 
‘ gigantic evil, which, unless properly 


and promptly dealt with, is prophetic of 
such untold disaster to the country. 
For two hundred years slavery was

McGLASHAN’S “ORANGE COUNTY” BILL. 


Change of Venne—Text Books—Relies or 
County Officers—Higher Educa- 
tlon— Notes. 


Sacramento, Feb. 6.— There have 
been some interesting debates on both 
sides of the Capitol during the past few 
days. Yesterduy the bili to establish a 
Normal school in Shasta county came 
up in the Senate, having been favorably 
reported by the Committee on Educa- 
tion. As usual, Lowe, of Santa Clara, 
opposed the bill, and, as usual, he gave 
no reason beyond the flimsy pretext 
that it was nothing but a scheme to take 
money out of the treasury. During the 
course of the debate Senator Del Valle 
gave as his reasons for supporting the 
bill, both in committee and on the floor, 
that when the project to establish a 


Normal school at Los Angeles was 
broached it received the support of the 
representatives of the northern portion 
of the State, and now that they desired 
a Normal school themselves be pro- 
posed to help them obtain it. Lowe 
immediately ‘‘jumpea on’’ Del Vaile, 
and said that that was in accordance 
with his (Del Valle’s) course al! the 
time. Ever since he had been a mem- 
ber of the Senate he had done nothing 
but barter and scheme an: job. This 
language being unparlian:<-ntary, a de- 
mand was madé that it be :aken down, 
but Lowe, who knows nothin: whatever 
of parliamentary usages, thought the 
Senate was going to reprimand him, 
and withdrew the remarks. Del Valle 
replied to Lowe’s attack, and referred 
to his evident ignorance of even the or- 
dinary courtesies of life, and said the 
Senator had much more.to learn than 
possibly could be pounded into his 
cranium in the short space of time 
that the session would continue. This 
little flurry created considerable excite- 
ment, and there was a general laugh at 
Lowe's expense when he rose and asked 
leave to withdraw the obnoxious re- 
marks.

_ WOW SHE OUTWITTED A BRITISH OFFICER. 


Army Saved by the Sleepless 


Vigilance of a Patriotic Quakcr Wo- 
man— Her Memorable Night Ride. 


I told you in my last week’s paper 
of one ef the brave heroes of the Rev- 
olution—Sergeant Jasper—who after 
many noble deeds of daring was final- 
ly shot upon the battle-field while 
striving to save his country’s flag 
‘from the jands of the enemy. He 
was but one among the many brave 
men who fought so nobly during that 
long war for_our country’s independ- 
ence. But the bravery was not all 


with the men of those times. There 
were women who showed themselves 
just as courageous and heroic and full 
ef daring as the men who fought upon 
the field of battle. If the women had 
not been strong and true, there would 
have been many times, when the hopes 
for independence looked dark and 
gloomy, that men would have faulter- 
ed and become discouraged. But 
their wives and mothers cheered them 
4, on, and often went on perilous errands 
to warn them of danger. 
Among the brave women who lived 
in those days, and who did good 
service for her country, was Lydia 
Darrah, the wife ef William Darrab, 
a good honest Quaker, who lived in 
Philadelphia. In December, 1777, 
General Howe’s headquarters were 1m- 
mediately oppesite her Louse, for at 
that time the British had full posses- 
sion of the city. The Quakers, you 
know, are generally opposed to tight- 
ing, and in times of war are not ex- 
pected to go to battle like other men, 
as that would not be in keeping with 
the principles which, they are taught 
to ypractice. Knowing that William 
Darah and his wife were good 
Qu@ers, the British officers used to 
mal the house a sort of private head- 
quarters, and would meet there when- 
ever they had anything of importance 
to discuss. There was a quiet back 
room up-stairs that was given up to 
‘their use, and here they used to meet 
to plan their attacks upon the Ameri 
cans, and the movements of their 
armies, all of which, we know, it was 
very important should be kept pro- 
foundly secret. It was'the afternoon 
of the second of December, 1777. The 
short winter day was drawing to its 
close. Already the lengthening shad- 
ows were beginning to /tall, and the 
cheerless winter night was coming on. 
Justa little before dark a British offi- 
cer night have been seen going in at 
the at | the good Quaker’s house. 


He gem very much at home, and 
was showe into the parlor, where he 
found Mrs. Darrah. Then he teld ber 
that after nightfall he wished to come 
there with some of his brother officers, 
for taey had matters of importance to 
talk over, and he wanted that back 
upper chamber made ready for them. 
He old her, also, that they shouid 
remein very late, for their plans were 
of sich importance they must be vare- 
fully considered, and they could not 
decice upon, them hastily. Then he 
politly requested her to send all of 
her fimily to bed early. He did not 
want there should be any possibility 
of ary one’s, overhearing what 
said. He told her, als», that when 
7 they were ready te leave he would 
em-out, close up the house and 
put out the lights, 

So Lydia promised that she would 
do as he gefquested. When the British 
officers came over at night all the house 
was still and there was no one to be secn 
but the good lady herself. She had sent 
all. of her family to bed, and I pre- 
sume they were quictly sleeping— 


™ thinking nothing of the. visit of the 


British officers, because it was nothing 
uvusual. She opened the door for 
them, and led the way to the chamber 
that she had made ready for them, 
with itg glowing fire and candles. 
Then she left them alone in fancied 
security, to lay their plots against her 
countrymen. 


When she left them she went to her|. 


own chamber, but not to sleep. She 
was anxious and restless. She thought 
how the lovers of liberty were s'rug- 
- giing for freedom. She thought of the 
many acts of British tyranny and op- 
pression. She leved this new, fair: 
land where men had come for the sxke 
of .liberty. She could not rest. She 
grew more and more anxious and fear- 
ful as the hours wore on, while those 
British officers were busy with their 
plots against the Americans. She felt 
that she must do something, must find 
out for what they had met. So she 
slipped off her shoes, and crept out 
through the dark halls, stepping very 
noiselesslv, for the slightest sound 
would have startled the officers and 
led to her discovery. We can fancy 
how her heart beat, but how her stroog 
will and love of country led her to go 
on. Without having made the slight- 
est sound she at length reached the 
room where the British officers were 
talking so secretly together. The faint 
light streamed through the key-hole, 
and showed like a narrow thread un- 
derneath the door. She put her ear to 
the key-hole and listened. Whzt, if 
the door had opened then? She would 
have. been seized and punished as a 
traitor. She knew that, yet her brave 
heart did not shrink. She felt that 
the American army was in peril, and 
perhaps she might hear something 
that would help her to save them. So 
she stooped close to the door, and 


-.* fith her ear pressed against the key- 


hole listened. At first she could not 
make out-what was said, only a word 
or two here and there, which made 
her feel more anxious than ever to 
know what these enemies of her coun- 
try were planning. But soon the eager 
talk stopped, and all was still tor 4 
moment. Lydia could hear nothing 
save the beating of her own heart, 
which she almost fancied that they 
must hear too. But in a moment one 
officers took a paper from his 
pocket} and commenced reading it.

to linger longer. So with a swift, 
noiseless step she hurried back to her 
own room, and threw herself upon the 
bed. It was not long before there was 
& knock at her door. The British 
officer was there to waken her so chat 


. she might let him out with his 


friends. She made no answer. Again 
he knocked, but she did not stir. He 
‘knocked the third time more loudly 
and impatiently; then she vpened her 
door, and the Adjutant-General told 
her that they were ready to go. Se 
she went down with them, opened the 
street door, and they went away to 
their camp. : 
_ Lydia Darrah went back to her 
room, but she could not sleep. She 
thought of the brave army in their 
winter's camp at White Marsh; of the 
night attack planned by the British, 
which would surprise the American 
forces; of the terrible, bloody battle 
that must follow, and the possible de- 
feat that might come to her country- 
men. What should she do? Should: 
she tell her bhusband—should she tell 
anybody No, there was danger in 
lettin er secret be known. She 
would do what she could herself. So 
all night long she lay awake, and he- 
fore morning she had decided what 
she would do. 
In those days people sometimes had 
to goa long ways to get their wheat 


‘\come and waken her, aud she could 


ht of the fourth, and make} 


ground. | There were no regular gro- 
cery stores where flour was kept, but 
people took their wheat and corn to 
mill, and then it was ground into flour 
or meal. Ladies often used to take 


| their grain to mill on; horseback, for 


the sake.of the ride. So when morn- 
ing came Lydia Darrah told her hus- 
band that she was in need of flour and 
that she must go down to Frankfort 
for it. Her husband thought nothing 
of it; s@ she took ber bag and went 
down ta see General Howe, who gave 
her a pass through the -British lines. 
It was four or five miles to Frankfort, 
but Lydia reached there without meet 
ing apy one to question her, and left 
her bag at the mill. But it was her 
that the danger commezced. Sh 
must hurry on to the outposts of the 
American army. If any one met her 
they might suspect that she was on 
some secret errand. Should any Brit- 
ish officer see her they would naturally 
thiuk that she meant to betray them. 
Then her life would be in danger. 
But in spite of this she hurried on. 
She was determined to find Genera! 
Washington and inform him of the 
enemy’s pian of attack. But before 
she had gone very far she met one of 
the officers who had been sent out by 
General Washington to learn what he 
could about the movements of the 
British. He knew who she was, and 
was doubtless surprised to find her 
there so far from home-and on foot— 
for she had walked from the mul 
through the snow and cold, on her 
_periloys errand. The officer stopped 
her and asked where she was going. 
In reply she simply asked him to 
leave his horse and walk with her a 
little Ways. This he did, and then 
she told him of all that she had heard 
while listening at the key-hole. You 
can fancy how warmly this American 
officer thanked the brave woman be- 
fore he left her to hurry back to camp 
and inform General Washington of 
the proposed attack, so that he might 
get hig army~in readiness for 1t. 
With a heart full of gladness she 
hurried back to the mill, got her flour 
and theu went home with it without 
any one’s suspecting the true object 
of her journey. 
On the appointed night the British 
army moved out from the city. From 
her darkened window she saw them 
march away, and heard the steady 
tramp of the soldiers’ feet, and the 
footsteps of the horses. These were 
anxious hours fur Lydia Darrah, for 
she knew that the army was moving 
upon the American camp. Would 
there’ be a bloody battle, and who 
would be the victors? _ The long 
night-hours rolled away; but. by and 
by she heard through the silence the 
sound of the approaching drum, and 
finally the British army came with 
past her window again.

‘I do not understand 
it; |1 know that you were asleep, for 
I knocked at your door three times 
before ycu heard me; but some one 
has betrayed vs. Washington must 
have been informed of our intended 
attack, and he was prepared at every 
point to receive us, It was useless for 
us to attempt the attack, and so we 
had to margh back without firing a 
shot, like a parcel of helpless idiots.” 
‘How lightly the heart of the heroic 
woman must have beat when she 
leatned that her act of daring bad 
saved the American army. Do you 
not think that she was as much a 
patriot as any of 2 soldiers who 
fought upon the field|of battle, and is 
not the name of Lydia Darrah as wor- 
thy of remembrance as those who died 
for/their country’s freedom?

I saw Gen. Joe Johnston on the street 
to-day. He is as straight as an arrow, 
and the only sign of age is seen in his 
silky gray hair, which'flows in silvery 
curls almost to his shoulders, and in his 
full gray beard. Otherwise he might 
pass for a young man. His dignified 
step is firm, bis eyes bright, and his 
‘health apparently perfect. He is now! 
77 years of age, but he does not look 
over 60. He liyes on Conneeticut ave— 
nue, one of the swell streets of the cap— 
itol, und is, I suppose, in comfortable 


circumstances. 


I called upon him to ask him about 
the origin of the Confederate battle flag 
now over a year ago. He told me then 
that it was only partially his design. 


Said he: ‘‘At the battle of Manassas— 


you Northerners call it Bull Run—the 
stars and bars proved a failure because 
they were so much like the Union col- 
ors, indeed, both armies mistook their 
enemies for friends, and vice versa. 
After the battle I resolved to discard the 
flag, and called for each regiment to 
procure its State colors. This they 
were not able to do, and I asked the 
army for new designs. Among those 
presented one by neral Beauregard 
was chosen, andI altered this only in 
making it square instead of oblong. 
This was afterward adopted by the 
Confederate armies generally. It was 
a Greek cross of blue on a red field, 
with white stars on the blue bars.” 
This flag was designed by a Colonel 


Walton, of Louisiana, and by him pre~ 
sented to General Beauregard.

CARE OF COWS—MILKING AS A FINE ART. 


Weaning Calves on the Range—A New Or 
chard—Dairy Notes—Poultry Points — 
Rights of Horticpituriste— 
Setting out Trees. 


A cow is a machine for the conver- 
sion of food into milk and butter, and’ 
as the machine is more perfect, so the 
product will be more satisfactory in 
exact proportion. The training in this 
respect should begin with the new- 
born calf. It is well known how an 
animal that has been starved in early 
life is stunted all through its future 
existence, and how a well fed calf will 
make a cow that has a large capacity 
for the consumption of food and its 
change into valuable products. The 
quantity of food, however, is not the 
only element in the calculation. Food 
varies greatly in its character, and as 


it is more highly nutritious its prod- 
ucts arericher and more valuable. But 
rich food and feeding call for a pecu- 
liar dispusition of the digestive or- 
gans, and one of the greatest diffi- 
culties in the way of the high feeding 
of dairy cows 1s the inability to di- 
gest the concentrated foods which 
their owners are desirous of using. 
Many cows that have not been trained 
in this direction fail and perish from 
this inability to sustain a regular 
course of high feeding. It is there- 
fore necessary to success in this 
direction that young animals 
should be ‘‘forced,” as_ the} 
term is, from their earliest im 
fancy, and thus become able _ not 
only to hold, but to use to the best 
advantage, a large quantity of rich 
food, with a healthy vortion of such 
bulky food as may be required. In 
this article we do not propose to enter 
into details, but simply to mention a 
few leading principles from the con- 
sideration of which details of practice 
may be reselvcd. And there is no 
other question appertaining to this 
subject which admits of greater diver- 
sity of practice and requires more 
study and practical investigation and 
experiment than this one of feeding. 
Training to milking is another branch 
of a cow’s education, which should not 
be overlooked. It is one thing to 
make a good milker and quite an- 
other to keep her good. In this re- 


spect the milker needs more 
training than the cow, _per- 
haps, for the cow cannot’ be 
expected to be better than _ the 


teacher. Milking is a nice art and 
needs to be studied in the very best 
manner by a dairyman. We have read 
instructions in this respect which are 
altogether wrong and misleading and 
even disastrous in their‘effects. For 
instance, a writer once urged that 
heifers should be left unmilked for 
long intervals, for the purpose of 
stretching the udder and making 
greater capacity. It is quite safe to: 
believe that one who so thinks and 
advises is nota milker, and is not com- 
petent to teach the art to a novice, for 
he must evidently be a novice him- 
self. For as soon as the udder is filled 
and the ducts gorged the glands must 
stop secreting; an injurious conges- 
tive condition is induced, and reab- 
sorption must occur, to the serious 
damage of the cow. There are sev- 
eral other points which might be re- 
ferred to, but we prefer at this time 
to merely suggest the consideration of 
the whole subject from the few texts 
here given, 


Weaning Calves on the Range. 

It seems to us that cattle growers 
might increase their herds very 
materially by arranging to wean the 
calves in the fall. The usual custom 
is to mark, brand and turn them with 
the herd. Some cows will wean their 
calves, while others will not. Heifers 
are most apt not to wean their first 
calves. They seem to become attached 
to them,and allow them tv suck as 
long as they choose:~ Often we have 
seen yearlings on the range with 
their mothers taking the milk of a 
younger calf. In early spring, before 
the green grass comes, new-born 
calves who have to divide with year- 
lings generally get a smal]l allowance, 
und ure therefore stunted in their 
growth. Cattle owners should secure. 
and enclose pastures in which to 
wean calves. They will find that by 
so doing their cattle will grow larger, 
and it is large steers that make the 
best beeves and bring top prices in the 
market. We heretofore suggested the 
advisability of keeping the range 
bulls in pastures at certain seasons of 
the year, and the same pastures would 
answer for weaning calves. Herd 
vwners will have to do this, and the 
‘sooner they begin the better it will be 
for the improvement and increase of 
their cattle. | 


Dairy Notes. 
Beware of fat cows. They are gen- 
erally better for beef than for milk 
aud butter. 


If you expect your cows to give a 
large flow of milk, give them food 
that is conductive of milk secretion. 


If you keep cows for making but- 
ter, test each one’s milk separately, 
and see if she 1s performing the work 
for which you keep her. 


The first thing to be done to secure 
a large flow of winter milk is to make 
the cows comfortable; the next, to 
feed judiciously and liberally. 


One of the strongest points in a 
really good cow, says an exchange, is 
that she will continue to give a good 
mess of milk during a long time. 
Many otherwise good cows fail in this 
respect. They give a large quantity 
in the first flow, but soon drop off and 
are dry half the year. The habit of 
the heifer with her first calf fixes her 
habit as a cow inthis regard. It 1s 
therefore not advisable to allow a 
young heifer to drop a second calf 
within a year of the first. It is better 
to wait so as to have the calves fifteen 
months or more apart, in which case 
the heifer can be kept in milk a year 
or more. 


Poultry Notes. | 

Those keeping large flocks of poul- 
try will find’an advantage in separat- 
ing the cocks from the bens and keep- 
ing them by themselves until mid- 
winter. 

_ Never grease a hen that is setting, 
for if grease gets on the eggs it closes 
the pores through which the confined 
chick gets its air, and the consequence 


is death. 


Repeated experiments have proven 
that fowls do best on meal mixed with 
boiling water. Care should be taken 
not to use so much water as to make 
the food too wet, as an excess of water 
1s injurious to the fowls. 


If your young chickens or turkeys 
droop and die mysteriously, look for 
lice the first thing. A few lice on the 
head will kill the chickens when they 
cannot be seen on the body. Blow 
the down on the head so as to part it, 
and you will sec the lice sticking to 
the scalp. Scales around the eyes are 
also indications of lice. Some mild, 
fresh greese likw fresh butter or sweet 
oil is good, and only a little should b2 
used. Hens should be free from lice 
while setting.

& New Orchard, 

There is no more profitable use to 
which a farmer can devote a share of 
land than to orchard planting. If he 
intends the fruit for his own use only, 
it will be in the best sense of the 
word profitable, as it brings health, 
comfort and enjoyment. Many plant 
trees without properly considering 
varieties, and then, grudging the land 
thus occupied, ask of it what is re- 
quired of no other field upon the farm, 
viz.: that it shall aunually support 
two crops, the trees, and grass, grain 
or something else which usually has 
the land all to itself. This treatment 
is mainly the cause of the “giving 
out’’ of fruit, about which we hear in 
some of the older States. While we 
advocate the planting of orchards, we 
have too much regard for trees to wish 
them to be submitted to such trett- 
ment. Unless one can be content with 
one crop from his land, he had _ better 
not plant them. Of course, while the 
trees are young, a wide strip between 
the rows may be occupied by a crup, 
but when they come to bearing the 
trees should have the whole land, and 
all crops, such as clover and other 
pasturage for the pigs, should be 
grown for the benefit of the trees. An 
orchard properly treated may be profit- 
able if the fruit be sold, dried or 
“evaporated,” or converted into cider 
or vinegar. There is-no better time to 
prepare for an orchard than now. 


Rights of Fruit-Grewers. 
San Bernardino Index, 

When fruit trees are neglected, 
crowded and abandoned, they not only 
cease to bear fruit, but generate con- 
tagious diseases, which spread to other 
trees and orchards like the seeds of 
the Canada thistle, and soon desolate 
a whole section of country, some of 
whose orchards may have been kept in 
prime condition. This suggests the 
necessity of some legal remedies, such 
as the enforcement of sanitary regu- 
lations among frvit-growers, as are at- 
tempted in the relations of the human 
society. The. horticultural societies 
should take the matter in hand with 
vigor, atid bring such influence to 
bear upon the lawmakers as to be able 
to Gause the destruction of every tree 
and orchard affected with any of these 
fruit and fruit-tree infections. A man 
has no more right to keep a pest-field 
of cottony cushion, scale-bug, phyl- 
loxera or Canada thistle than he has 
to keep a pest-house of small-pox, 
yellow-fever or cholera on private 
grounds in the midst of his fellow- 
beings. 


Setting Out Trees. 

Almost anybody can dig a hole and 
plant a tree, but not everybody knows 
how to do the jobso as to insure the 
growth of the tree. A gentleman who 
has had considerable experience in 
this iine, and who never fails to make 
a success of his labors, gives the fol- 
lowing as the most reliable plan on 
shallow soils: Dig down to bedrock. 
3ore a hole two or three inches in 
diameter into the rock or hard-pan 
Fill it with sand. 
Set in your trees. Fill the hole with 
refuse. When nearly full pour in 
several buckets of water. This plan 
has been tried a number of times on 
the adobe and always insures a vigor- 
ous growth of the trees thus set out. 


Overcoming the Phylioxera., 

A Paris correspondent to the Lon- 
don Times says: People here are just 
now anxiously discussing a question 
which may be of much greater im- 
portance to France than any of the 
others at present exciting interest; for 
it refers to the saving of one of her 
chief industries, namely, wine-grow- 
ing. A medical man in the Depart- 
ment of Maine et Loire is said to have 
discoverec a means of overcoming the 
phylloxera by an easy and inexpensive 
treatment, the basis of which is an 
arsenical solution mixed with cinders. 
The limited experiments made with 
this preparation seem to have been 
attended with admirable results. A 
vineyard selected from a neighbor- 
hood completely devastated by the 
phylloxera, and subjected to the new 
treatment, resisted theffscourge .in a 
most striking manner, Not only the 
foliage and stocks, but the roots re- 
mained perfectly intact, while the 
fruit is said to have been abundant 
and of excellent quality. Further ex- 
periments on a large scale are about to 
be made in the Medoc; and, the in- 
ventor having patented his remedy, 


possible publicity. 


Keep Your Aceounts. 

There is one matter among some 
farmers which has a great deal to do 
with their non-success—that is, the 
negligent way in which their accounts 
are kept. They have very poor busi- 
ness rules, or next to none at all, and 
hence know very little from time to 


Now, in nearly every other pursuit a 
regular set of accounts is arranged, so 
that at all times people are prepared 
to show exactly how their business is 
going on, and whether they are gain- 
ing or losing. They are perfectly ac- 
quainted with the receipts and expen- 
ditures of everything they touch. It 
should be the same with the farmer; 
and we venture to say that if the same 
method were applied by the latter to 
his every-day business, he would find 
that agriculture would pay better, 
year in and year out, than most other 
pursuits within the range of the thou-. 
sand pursued in civilized life. 


Soil covered with living herbage or 
with such dead vegetable matter as 
leaves, straw, wood, dung, etc., says 
Professor E. Wollny, is warmer in 
winter and cooler in summer than 
bare soil under similar conditions. 
The difference of temperature in great- 
est in summer and less in spring and 
autumn. Bare soil heats more quick 
ly in spring and cools more quickly 
in autumn than thatgcovered with lin- 
ing or dead vegetable matter. The 
fluctuations of temperature are much 
smaller in covered than in bare soil.

Delicious Fruit Pudding.—Line a 
mold with slices of sponge cake; then 
put in a layer of fruit—raspberries, 
blackberries, currants or ripe: pine- 
apple—torn into bits (rich, tart, ripe 
fruit is best). Puc over this a layer of 
hot custard, then another layer of 
cake, and another of fruit and of cus- 
tard, until the mold 1s full:’ Put away 
to get cold and firm, and serve when 
turned out of the mold with sugar 
and cream. For the custard, bring to 
boiling point in a farina kettle a pint 
of milk. Add an ounce and a half of 
dissolved gelatine, the yolks of four 
eggs and four ounces of sugar. When 
the custard has thickened—be sure it 
doesn’t curdle—take it off the fire and 
stir in, half a pint of cream and the 
juice of a lemon. 

Pineapple Cream.—To three pints 
of cream allow two pounds of sugar 
and two large, perfectly ripe. pine- 
apples; chop the pineapple very fine, 
then scatter powdered sugar over it; 
let... stund closely covered far sev- 
eral. Hours; then strain it through a 
muslin. If you choose to neserve 
some pieces of the pineapple mix 
with the cream, you can do so. Beat 
the juice and the fruit gradually into 
the cream, and freeze as quickly as 
possible. In their season, peaches 
may be used in place of pineapples. 

Old-Fashioned Indian Pudding 
Two quarts sweet milk, one scant 
pint sifted corn meal. Put the meal 
in half the milk, put the other half on 
the stove and scald; then add the cold 
milk and meal, and let it heat so it 
will thicken up. Take from the stove, 
seasen with sugar or molasses, butter 
and salt. (The molasses will make

of soil and water in their preference for 
Los Angeles. Wo ancient sanctuary ex- 
ists here, and the centennial celebration 
of Downey will take place about ninety 
years hence. However, Downey has an 
eventful history crowded into the last 
tem years, and has been, during that 
period, a live Oalifornia fown. The 
early settlers of this community came 
mostly from the South, and did not 
turn their attention seriously to the 
cultivation of oranges, fig trees and 


bors. Being practical farmers and 
workingmen, they concentrated their 
enthusiasm, for a time, on the rustling 
corn, and devoted their energies to the 
hog, so that ina short time the 
Loe Nietos Valley became famous for 
its immense corn crops and took the 
leading in porcine produc- 
tion. At the same time, in the 
midst of this practical work, they .were 
not enervated by the seductions of 
horse-racing nor misled by the. attrac- 
tions of draw poker, but spent their 
- gpare money building churches and 
school-houses. As Los Angeles County 
to attruct the notice of Eastern 
people, the old-timers of Los Nietos 
valley turned their attention to more 
gesthetic culture, and the orange grove, |, 
the fig tree and the vineyard caused a 
pew departure. ‘‘Hog and hominy”’ 
still held their own, but the vine and 
the fig tree became the esthetic com- 
plement for the more practical pro- 
ducts. 
DOWNEY’S START. 

In 1874 railroad building in this sec- 
tion created quite a boom in the land 
business and the first building was 
erected in Downey. The Downey Land 
Association was organiz2d in 1874, with 
Ex-Governor J.G. Downey, President; 
M. D. Crawford, Treasurer, and J. W. 
Venable, Secretary. The town site con- 
sisted of 200 acres in the Los Nietos 

_ valley, between the Old and New San 
- Gabriel rivers, fifty acres being cut off 
on the west by the railroad. Gallatin 
village and the college settlement had 
long contested for supremacy,and Dow- 
ney was located between the two rival. 
places. Many buildings were moved 
from Gallatin, leaving that place with a 

- fine schoothouse as a reminder of its 
former greatness. The College settle- 
ment at that time had a good seminary, 
and had made a fair start as an educa~ 
tional centre, but its glory departed 
when Downey was started. . 

Lots and tracts’ sold rapidly in the 
new settlement, and purchasers have 
mever regretted their venture. The 
first settlers were generally poor, and 
bought their land on credit, but it has 
been paid for out of the products of the 
soil, and they are now resting under 
their own vines and figtrees. The land 
was first-class, even alkali pieces grow- 
ing fruit well; water was plenty and 

easily bought. To show the fertility of 
the soil, Judge M. D. Crawford’s tract 
may be mentioned. For ten years, 
without irrigation, ghe has grown each 

' year » good corn crop, and he thinks 
that irrigation between the rivers has 
been a positive injury. As high as 125 
bushels ot measured corn to the acre 
has been grown on some tracts, though 
pow 75 bushels is considered a good 
crop. | 

After the erganization of the Downey 
Land Association, the new town had 
great prosperity for years, until the de- 
pression of business, which prevailed a 
few years ago over allthis coast. But 
the prosperity of the last three years |» 
has given Downey a new boom, with a 
eee of large immigration and great- 
y incieased wealth. Some recent sales 
of land have been made for round sums 
in cash and the purchasers have at once 
commenced to make judicious improve- 

ments, which will be a great help to 
the country at large. Almost every day |] 
eastern visitors are here in search of 
Jand in the immediate vicinity of Dow- 
ney for permanent homes and are gen- 
erally so well satisfied with the moder- 
ate prices asked that they invest. The 
prices of unimproved land may be 
quoted at from $40 to $150 per acre 
and of improved land at $80 to $500 
per acre.

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WM. M. EVARTS. 
One of the most distinguished citi- 


zens of the United States 1s Wm. M. 
Evarts. Although he is an uncom- 
promising Republican, he is revered 
and esteemed by his political oppon- 
ents fully as much as by his friends. 
The Evarts family. hail from Massa- 
chusetts, and Jeremiah Evarts, the 
father of the subject of this sketch, 
was one of the most prominent of 
Boston’s clergymen. 
was born in Boston in Feb. 1818, and 
graduated at Yale College in 1887. 
He studied law at the Harvard Law 
School and was admitted to the bar in 
1840. He practiced law in New York 
City and soon established a lucrative 
practice, and became celebrated for his 
profundity and great erudition. When 
the Republican party was founded he 
was one of the first to enroll him- 
self as a member.

Hayes to the Presidential chair, he en- 
tered the Cabinet as Secretary of 
State. 
most brilliant of. orators, and his at- 
tendance is much sought for in meet- 
ings of all kinds.

OBSERVATIONS IN SALT LAKE CITY. 


Talks and Tarryings Right Among the Saints 
~The “Truc inwardness” of Mormon-

Many months I tarried in Salt Lake 
City, where Jews are Gentiles and the 
majority of sinners are “Saints,” where 
“one-man power’ is acknowledged by 
special revelation as the will of Al 

mighty God, There,.in that city of 
a! omalies, of antagonisms, of houses 
divided against themselves, I endeav- 
ored to get at the “true inwardness ’ 
of Mormonism. N- oe can know the 
truth about Ut:h who has not lived 
there, whe has not associated with 
high and low, Mormon, Apostate and 
Gcntile, who has not read Mormon 
literature, atterded Mo:mon ward 
meetings, wat: hed Mormon legislation, 
visited Mormon schools and carefully 
read Mormon journals. Few travelers 
have either time or patience to drinl 

deep of the Mormon spring. A little 
learning is indeed a dangerous thing; 
for this republic, age and humanity 
generally can no longer afford to be 
led astray regarding a polygamous 
theocracy that d. fies law and degrades 
woman. Mormon ‘eaders are shrewd. 
They make it their business to treat 
strangers with marked attention, par- 
ticularly those who come from “the 
old country.” John Taylor, P.esident 
of the Mormon Church, himself Bri- 
tish-born, rarely fails to kill the fatted 
calf as a peace-offering to his distin- 
guished compatriots. His pcople are 
still more hospitable to thore whom 
they think are likely to affect public 
Opinion. Salt Lake valley is certainly 
beautiful; the city see: s prosperous; 
the climate is fine; the Tabernacle is 
densely crowded on Sunday with ‘ie- 
cent y clad, obedient Saiuts; fairly 
intelligent women declare their faith 
in polygamy, and practice what they 
preach. Polygamous childrem often 
play amicably with the ommering of 
first wives. Polygamists themselves, 
with Old Testament in hand, insist 
upon the divinity of the plural order 
of marriage, and the unwary traveler, 
not looking beneath the surface, con- 
cludes that the Mormons are sadly 
maligned, and sympathetically applies 
whitewash wherever occasion presents. 
That I have not been caught is due to 
my sex and to prolonged study. Wo- 
men will bare their hearts to women, 
and to Mormon wives I owe much of 
my knowledge of Mormon institu- 
tions. 7 

** Respecting polygamy,”’ writes one 
of the latest English travelers, Mr. 
Barclay, M. P., Mormon Confes.- 
sion of Faith merely declares, ‘That 
marriage, whether monogamic or po- 


such marriage is contracted and car- 
ried out in accordance with the law of 
God.” * * ™* The practice could 
only have been introduced under such 
special circumstances as existed when 
the Mormons settled Utah, and per- 
haps the drafting of 500 men to form 
the Mexican battalion from the small 
community st Council Bluffs may 
have had something to do with its 
origin.” (This “ perhaps” 1s delight- 
fully naive.) * * * ‘*Woman’s 
nature is not different in Utah from 
what it is elsewhere, and with votes 
and perfect freedom it is not tu be 
supposed that anything short of neces- 
sity will induce woman to be content 
with less than the exclusive right to a 
husband. It is absurd to suppose that 
any compulsion can be exercised over 
any woman, whether native-born or 
immigrant.’ Then Mr. Barclay, 
Member of Parliament, quotes George 
Q. Cannon, nephew of and Counselor 
to President John Taylor, to prove 
that in ‘*patriarchal marriage” women, 
not men, have the liberty. ‘‘ The lat- 
ter take upon themselves life-long 
obligutions to care for their wives and 
children, and the men to seek for di- 
vorce are almost unheard of.” For 
Mr. Barclay t cite George Q. Cannon 
is very like teking a Criminal’s 
testimony to his own innocence and 
judging the case therefrom. Mr. Cun- 
nun is what, in Utah, 1s called a “‘four- 
ply” polygamist, having had four 
wives, three of whom are now living. 
As a matter of fact, comparatively few 
polygamists support their wives or 
families. The majority of Mormons 
are poor. When they take a new wite 
they take a new worker, who fre- 
quently adds thereby not only to the 
progeny but to the wealth of her lord 
and master. Not long since I visited 
a pologamist endowed with thirteen 
wives, every one of whom is a beast of 
burden. All have their allotted du- 
ties. Several live on different farms, 
the care of which is confided to them. 
One cooks, another sews, a third is 
dressmaker and tailor, a fourth weaves 
cloth, a fifth makes butter and cares 
for the milk. The youngest ‘bears 
children, and between her and the 
brute to whom she looks up there 
must. be a difference of at least thirty 
years. Though the man is well-to-do, 
all live like pigs, and when I sat down 
to lunch, expecting of course to meet 
the whole familv, I had for companion 
the master only. The first wife waited 
upon the table, and the “ plurals ” ate 
in the kitchen. This scene occurred 
not many miles from Salt Lake. The 
man is Danish; so are his wives. They 
are not women; they are “cows.” In 
designating them as “cows” I am sim- 
ply using the term that Heber C. 
Kimball applied to his twenty wives. 
‘* Brother Heber’’ was for years Coun- 
selor to Brigham Young and 1s to-day 
regarded as a most noble ‘ Saint.” 
His memory is kept green by the 
faithful, and I hear his opinions 
quoted as often as those of his beloved 
President. What he thought of him- 
self and what he thought of women is 
best shown in his public addresses, 
from one of which I quote: 

‘‘All who have the Spirit of the Gos- 
pel and live their religion will admit 
that Brother Brigham is our head, to 
use the figure which I did three Sun- 
days ago; and our head has two Coun- 
selors, and together they are an inde- 
pendent quorum. Still they are at- 
tached to the vine that runs through 
the veil. The veil is let down, and 
that throws Brother Joseph (Smith) on 
the other side of it, while we stand on 
this side; that’s all the difference. 
The nearer you approach that organiza- 
tion, the nearer you approach the throne 
of God. * * * If yon take this 
course you will live, and he (Brigham) 
will live and will dwell with us a great 
many years; but if you do not you 
have no assurance thet ..e will be per- 
mitted to tarry with you for many 
years, nor thai I will, nor that several 
other good men whom I could name, will. 
* * * How does my heart feel to- 
wards Brother Brigham? I have felt, 
time and again, as though I was a 
geod mind to lay my hands upon him 
and say: ‘ Brother Brigham, God bless 
you with health, with the power of 
God, with t':e Holy Ghost, with angels 
and revelations and every good thing, 
that you may be lifted up and get out 
of the way of the nasty little dogs and 
whelps and bitches.’ These are my 
feelings, and they are the feelings of 
every good man and woman in: heaven 
and on earth.” 
Now, then, what does this “‘ good 
man’’ who, in his own and Mormons’ 
opinion, stands so near to the throne 
ot God, say about his wives, otherwise 
“cows,” in this same harangue? 

Se pposing that I have a wife, or a 
dozen of them, and she should say :

*You cannot be exalted without me,’ 
and suppose they all should say so 
—what of that? They never will af- 
fect my salvation one particle. Whose 
salvation will they affect? Their own. 
They have got to live their religion, 
serve their God and do right as well 
as myself. Suppose that I lose the 
whole of them before I into the 
spirit world, but that I have been a 
good, faithful man all the days of my 
life, and lived my religion, and had 
favor with God and was kind to them, 


No; the Lord says there are more 
there than here. They bave been in- 
creasing there; they increase there a 
deal faster than here, because 
there is no obstruction. They do not 
call upon the doctors to kill their off- 
spring; there are no doctors there, that 
is, if they are there their occupation is 


‘changed, which proves that they are 


not there, because they have ceased to 
be doctors. In this world very — 
of the doctors are studying to diminis 
the human family.’’ 

“In the spirit world there is an 
increase of males and females; there 
are millions of them, and if I am 
faithful all the time, and continue 
right along with Brother Brigham, we 
will go to Brother Joseph and say: 
‘Here we are, Brother Joseph; we are 
here ourselves, are we not, with none 
of the property we possessed in our 
probationary state; not even the rings 
on our fingers?’ He will say to us, 
‘Come along, my boys, we will give 
you @ good suit of clothes. Where are 
your wives?’ ‘They are back yonder; 
they would not follow us.’ ‘ Never 
mind,’ says Jo-eph; ‘here are thous- 
ands: have all you want.’ Perhaps 
some do not believe that, but I am just 
simple enough to believe it.” 

‘‘T know that this 1s the work of 
God and that we shall triumph Iam 
going to prophesy good pertaining to 
srael—that is, to those that are Israel, 
for there are a great many who call 
themselves Israel that are not, and 
those that are not shall have the oppo- 
site. I will prophesy eyil upon our 
enemies, upon those who hate God and 
kill his servants. 
God be upon them" 
“The congreg:.tion responded with 
a loud voice, Amen !’’—{ Deseret News, 
Feb. 11, 1857. | 

Let me continue my quotations from 
the founders of Mormonism, as 1t 15 
very important to know what manner 
ef men succeeded Joseph Smith and 
made polygamy the sine qua non of 
heavenly exaltation. Bear in mind 
that Brigham Young, Heber C. Kim- 
ball and Jedediah M. Grant speak 
with the authority of God. They 
stand next the throne of the Al- 
mighty; they are the first presidency, 
and therefore demand implicit faith 
in their words and obedience to their 
counsel. 
4¢That woman,” declares President 
Grant, “ who offends her husband—if 
he has on him the power of the priest- 
hood and does right—I would not give 
a groat for all the blessings she will | 
get from the Holy Ghost. You may 
as well baptise a dog or a skunk as 
such a woman, until she makes recon- 
ciliation with that man of God whom 
she has offended. * * * It is the 
greatest piece of nonsense that was 
ever planted in a Gentile breast for 
aman to tie himself down to be at 
home day and night with his women. 
Where would this kingdom go if 
Brother Brigham and his Council were 
to do so‘ It would go to hell across- 
lots in double-quick time. Do not let 
your wives bind you up with green 
withes and strong cords, as Delilah 
did Sampson, and make you powerless. 
Break asunder the cords, the ropes and 
cables that bind you and come forth, 
ye old men, out of your shells ard 
break your lariats and your stakes, 
and begin to drink of the fountain of 
life with God and His servants. * * * 
I want the women to understand when 
they have a good husband, one who 
does his duty, that he is President 
over them, and that they have made 
covenants to abide the law of that 
husband. Talk about women leaving 
their husbands ! I would be far from 
taking a woman that would leave a good 
man. A woman that wants to climb 
up to Jesus Christ and pass by the 
authorities between her and Him, is a 
stink in my nostrils. I have large 
nostrils, and I often talk about smell- 
ing, for my olfactory nerves are very 
sensitive. I want women to know 
their places and do their duty; but 
there is a low, stinking pride in a wo- 
man that wants to leave a good hus 
band and go for another. What does 
it matter where you are,if you do 
your duty? Being in one man’s fam- 
ily or the other man’s family is not 
going to save you, but doing your 
luty before God 1s what will save you. 
* * * It is nonsense for a woman 
to suppose that because she is sealed 
to some particular man she will be 
saved, an 
hell’s delight, play the whore and in- 
dulge in other evil acts and abomina- 
tions. Even some mothers of Israel 
actually suppose that if their daugh- 
ters are sealed to a certain man they 
will be saved, no matter what they do 
afterwards. This is damned foolery.” 


[ make no comment on the blasphe- 
my, the vulgarity, the conceit, the 
ignorance and the absence of reason in 
these excerpts from the Mormon 
priesthood. They are brought for- 
ward to define womun’s position in 
Mormondom and to give the Nine- 
teenth Century a clue to the animus 
of this so called religion. A Mormon 
woman is an animal to replenish the 
earth. “Only this, and nothing more.” 
Love is not a part of the Saints’ creed. 
“ Elders,” says Brigham Young,‘‘never 
love your wives one hair’s breadth fur- 
ther than they adorn the Gospel; never 
love them so but that you can leave 
them at a moment’s warning without 
shedding atear. Should you love a 
child any more than this? Wo.” 

‘Let it not be understood th t all Mor- 
mons are as brutal as Brigham Young 
would have them to be. The divinity 
in humanity cunnot be annihilated by 
even as great a despot as the head ot 
the Mormon Church. Many are the 
men and women who are better than 
their religion; but polygamy is oniy 
possible with those who are s0 
sensual as to be incapable of love, or 
80 fanatical or ambitious as to trample 
love under foot. It is, in a sense, true, 
as Mr. Barclay, M. P., affirms, that 
““woman’s nature is nct different in 
Utah from what is is elsewhere,” but 
Mr. Barclay, M.P., sets aside the vital 
fact that women are naturally veligi- 
ous. Whatever they believe to be the 
word of God, they will implicitly 
obey, regardless of self, believing that 
the greater the sacrifice the greater the 
reward hereafter. The women of India 
are women. Has it prevented them 
from offering up human life to the car 
of Juggernaut? Will not the widow 
ascend the funeral pyre of her husband 
and be burned alive for the sake of 
her religion? The more ignorant the 
woman the greatet her faith in priest- 
craft. The imported female popula- 
tion of Utah has for years, with few 
exceptions, come frum the lowest 
Classes of Great Britain and Scandi- 
navia. It consists of elementary 
human beings, without thought, with 
little or no idea of morality, ready to 
obey counsel and pay tithing. To 
compare them with self-respecting 
and intelligent types of wo ood is 
an insult to the sex. 


The women bern in Utah of Ameri- 
can or English parentage have never 
known anything but Mormonism. 
Many of them are of polygamous de- 
scent, and if they are not apostates 
inwardly or outwardly, accept polyg- 
amy as a tenet of their Church. Mar- 
riage is not necessary in order to be 
saved hereafter, Lut the single man or 
woman never attains a higher grade 
than that of ‘‘angrl,” anf an angel, in 
the Mormon heaven, 1s nothing more 
than an upper servant. He or she 
waits upon the married Saints, and 
looks forward to an eternity of spirit-

Mexico, Jap. 25.—The social cus- 
toms of the upper classes in Mexico, 
although differing greatly from ours 
of the United States, are in the main 
not unlike those ot France, Spain and 
Italy. While there is much in south- 
ern etiquette that to us seems absurd, 
and reminds of the ancient saw anent 
straining at gnats and swallowing 
camels—it must be confessed that our 
own free and easy ways, which have 
progressed considerably beyond, the 
“golden mean,” are not above criti- 


cism. We will not now discuss the 
question whether the careful guarding 
of the southern maiden until she is 
safely delivered into the hands of her 

husband makes her a better wife and 
mother than the independent Ameri- 

can girl, in whom a sense of honor and 
personal responsibility has been culti- 
vated from her cradle; nor will we 


| leave out of account the wide differ 


ence in temperament and climatic in- 
fluences, nor the fact that rules which 
may work well enough with cold, 
pbhlegmatic people of the north, might 
lead to far different results among the 
volatile, hot blooded races of the 
tropics.

the Republic, ladies 
SHOP BY PROXY, 
so to speak, servants running to and 
fro between merchant and customer 
tillthe latter is suited, or what is 
more probable, till she gives up the 
point and takes what she can get. 
Since the mountain can’t come to 
Mahomet, it naturally follows that 
Mahomet goes to the mountain, and 
therefore street peddlers are among 
the established “institutions” ef Mex- 
ico. At all hours of every day—but 
especially on Sunday—the streets of 
every city and hamlet swarm with 
these itinerant merchants, who make 
the air vocal with their various cries 
and offer all imaginable commodities, 
from a lunch of hot tamales or boiled 
sweet potatoes to hair pufis and 
switches. They thrust into your win- 
dow and insist on your buying, not 
only “notions” innumerable, but the 
goods of tailors and hardware mer- 
chants, milliners and grocers, shoes, 
jewelry, saddles and harness, chunks 
of meat, goats, poultry, pigs, alive and 
dead, cages of birds, opals fresh from 
the mines, and pearls from. the Pacific 
fisheries, priceless antiquities from 
ruined pyramids and buried 
cities (which they sell for a few cents 
because they are “old; in short, 
everything that can by any possibility 
be lugged around. The fruit-peddler 
bears his figs, bananas, grapes, onions 
and potatoes mixed together in the 
huge wooden bowl upon his head. 
The dulce (candy) seller carries his 
“sweets to the sweet” in a wooden 
tray slung around his neck by a 
maguey rope; the vender of goat’s 
milk totes his cans upon his back; the 
water-carrier has two enormous jars- - 
one hanging behind, the other before 
—both upbeld by leathern straps 
around his forehead; and the petrol- 
eum man Carries his well-watered 
stock ina tin box, and retails it by 
the gill, or ‘‘wholesales” at the rate of 
a dollar a gallon. The baker comes 
around twice a day, with his bread— 
which would make excellent cannon 
balls—balanced in a big basket on 
his head. He always carries his prec- 
ious sombrero—which probably cost 
him a year’s earnings—in the basket 
among the loaves, and if a thrifty fel- 
low, he 
ECONOMIZES HIS SHOES 

in the same manner. Beside; his little 
tray of goods, and the ribbons, scarfs, 
embroideries, etc., hung over his arms 
and shoulders, the comerciente carries a 
camp-table, which he spreads upon 
the sidewalk an‘ deposits his tray 
thereon, while conducting trade be- 
tween the window-bars, for—being “a 
horrid man”—of course he cannot 
come inside. Apparently, the female 
heart is the same in all countries, and 
the delight which these dark-eyed 
daughters of nature take in purchas- 
ing all manner of trumpery—from 
sttk dresses to ginger-br horses—is 
identical with that of their more 
sophisticated northern cousins who 
haunt the great stores. 

Perhaps the reason why one sees so 
much execrable dressing in Mexico,

When she begins 
to smile, but ever so coyly, upon him, 
he bolder grows and tosses bayonets 
between her casement bars (when the 
old folks are not looking,) with tender 
billet-douxs hidden in their hearts, 
like ‘‘love among the roses.’”’

The reason lies 
in the different education of the weaker 
sex. In Mexico there are no strong- 
minded females, no grasping after un- 
attainable spheres, nor struggling for 
rights which include the wearing of 
unmentionables. Girls are not ‘bal- 
tured up to the Bostonian point”in 
occult sciences, but the utmost limit 
of their learning is a little music, a 
smattering of drawing, and perhaps a 
language or two in addition to their 
own. Their dainty fingers can exe 
cute marvels of lace- work and embroi- 
dery, and sometimes can fashion their 
own garments; they are thoroughly 
conversant with the lives of all the 
saints and saintesses, and the minutest 
details of church requirements; can
